BEPLACB THE LOST SENSES. 

(The New Delta, New Orleans, Sept 6.) 
The importance of attending to 
the the moral and intellectual welfare 
of deaf-mutes has long been recogniz- 
ed by the Catholic church. The 
subject has secured the church's most 
earnest attention, and the many deal 
mute asylums all over the World 
the results of the church's unfailing, 
earnest interest. The religious oi 
of brothers of St. John are dev 
exclusively to these unfortunates. 
The first deaf-mutes that were ever 
instructed in the tenets of the Catholic 
church were instructed in the sign- 
language by Father Fallon, now of 
St. Patrick's, who was most zealously 
assisted by Dr. J as t rem ski, of the 
n Rouge Deaf Asylum. 

This religious instruction resulted in 
twelve children making their first 
Communion — the first known in the 
history of Louisiana. 

Wliile the asylums of deaf-mutes 
have endeavored to teach all their 

pupils mechanical trades, and by the 
use of sign language impart to t hem 
the principles of an education, the 
possibility of devisjug a means or me- 
thod of instructing vocal sou mis ap- 
od dark and almost hopeless* All 
authorities agree; that t\n: laek of 

speech in the deaf-mutes does not lie 
in the vocal organs but in tin 
of the sound tubes of the ear, in the 
majority of eases deaf- mutes are born 
thus physically Imperfect, but iu 
many cases the infirmity has eomo up- 
on them when in the full power of 
robust girlhood or boyhood. One of 
our wealthiest citizens, who is a d 
mute of the finest mental powers, 
was thus afflicted at the age of I l. 
This gentleman is the son of one of 
our wealthiest, eitizens, and when he
